
Conger cuddling is OFF! 


THE long-awaited return of one of Lyme Regis’ 
most bizarre summer attractions - conger cud¬ 
dling - will not be revived today (Wednesday). 

The iconic event, once one of the most popular attrac¬ 
tions in the resort’s annual Lifeboat Week, has fallen foul 
of road closure issues at the Cobb and concerns that the 
police will be unable to deal with any crowd control prob¬ 
lems. 

Cuddling the conger - a real-life version of table-skittles 
with two teams trying to knock over their opponents with 
a dead conger eel - was to have been the finale of the 
Lyme Lympics due to take place on the seafront this af¬ 
ternoon, starting at 5pm. 

The event was due to happen in Cobb Sqare at 7pm but 
has now been cancelled, resulting in the resignation of 
the groups’s PR man Geoff Baker, saying he is “disgusted 
at the absence of prescience and imagination among the 
cops and councils”. 

Lyme Lympics started life as the Jubilee Games but they 
were washed out at the end of the weekend programme 
to celebrate the Queen’s Jubilee in early June.

The main organiser, local artist Hugh Dunford-Wood, 
and his team then decided to change the name of the 
event to Lyme Lympics and stage the programme of 
crazy fun games during the week between Lyme’s two 
main summer attractions - Lifeboat Week and the Regatta 
and Carnival - to provide an additional seasonal attrac¬ 
tion.

■ HOW did your interest in photography begin?

■ HAVE you a favourite subject to photograph? 

My favourite subject to photograph without a doubt is 
the Great British public enjoying a traditional bank hol¬ 
iday weekend by the sea, come rain or shine. I love to 
capture the peculiar and humorous side of family holi¬ 
days from fish and chips in the pouring rain to grand¬ 
parents building sandcastles with their grandchildren. 
It really captures a sense of the traditional British holi¬ 
day. 

■ CAN you remeber the first thing you photgraphed 
and the last? 

I don't remember the first photo I took but the first 
image that ignited my passion was of my dad next to a 
swimming pool in Rhodes. It was the first time I used 
his camera and came out perfectly exposed. I'm pretty 
sure it went straight in the bin though as it wasn't par¬ 
ticularly flattering. My most recent was sat on top of 
Allington Hill this afternoon. I love the views from up 
there, looking across the countryside. 

■ WHAT tips or advice would you give to an aspiring 
photographer? 

I don't believe you can get enough advice when it 
comes to photography. Everybody sees the world dif¬ 
ferently and you can never stop learning. Probably the 
most important piece of advice would be to photo¬ 
graph what you love. If you are passionate about your 
subject matter it will show within the image and you 
will begin to create beautiful photos. 

■ DO you have any other hobbies beside photog¬ 
raphy? 
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I love cooking, I'm a little obsessed to be honest. I work 
full time as a chef in Bridport but when I'm not working 
I'm usually at home in the kitchen with cookery shows 
on in the background. I just love the look on people's 
faces when they try something you've made and truly 
enjoy it. When something you love doing pays off it's 
an instant good feeling. 

■ ARE you enjoying the Olympics? 

I usually have to catch up with the Olympics in the 
evenings after work but I saw Tom Daley on the ten 
metre today for team GB and was amazed at his talent 
being so young. His face after his disappointing dive in 
round 4 told a thousand stories as he realised his hopes 
for a medal were starting to fade. It's an image that will 
certainly stick in my mind. 

■ WHAT would your perfect day entail? 

It would be a lazy one! It's rare that I get to just switch 
off, so being able to wake up somewhere in the south 
of France in the summer and just watch the world go 
by, trying the local produce and watching the sun go 
down with a nice cold beer would be amazing. I'm a 
man of simple pleasures! 

■ IF you could ask anyone from history for a pint or 
a dinner party who would they be? 

That's easy, Johnny Cash, no contest! I know it sounds 
a bit of a cop out considering the entire history of the 
human race but he had such an amazing life and his 
music is full of passion, love, loss, and is just awesome. 
I'd sit down, have a beer with him and just shoot the 
breeze all day long. 

■ IF you were stuck on a desert island what three 
things would you want with you? 

Well I should probably say stuff like a Kindle with the 
entire back catalogue of the British library, some sort of 
elaborate survival gear, and a guitar so I will always 
have music. But I can't play, I fall asleep whenever I start 
to read and I wouldn't know what to do with the sur¬ 
vival stuff to be honest. I'd just take a flint to start a fire, 
a fishing rod, and a nice comfy armchair. That would do 
me. Like I said before, a man of simple pleasures.

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Action-packed week for lifeboat crew 

BURTON BRADST0CKTRAGEDY AMONG THE EIGHT CALL-OUTS IN NINE DAYS 


LYME Regis lifeboat crew 
played an important role in 
a major rescue operation at 
Burton Bradstock last 
week, when a landslip 
killed a 22-year-old 
woman. 

The crew was launched at 
1.10pm on Tuesday of the 
annual Lifeboat Week 
fundraising events follow¬ 
ing the major slip. Crews 
were rotated throughout the 
day and into the night pro¬ 
viding help ashore and a 
watchful eye from the sea 
on the cliffs in case of fur¬ 
ther collapse. 

The crew also enforced a 
500-metre exclusion zone 
from the beach. 

Two crewmembers, Dave 
Street and Elliott Herbert, 
went ashore to assist other 
rescue services, and the 
lifeboat was used to ferry 
equipment along the shore¬ 
line. 

The first Lyme Regis 
crew were at sea for four 
hours before a four-man re¬ 
lief crew was taken to the 
scene thanks to an offer 
from fishing boat skipper 
Allan Nation and his vessel 
“Amaretto 2”.

A rotation plan was de¬ 
vised to stay on scene late 
into the night. 

One crewmember, Jon 
Broome, said: “We were ef¬ 
fectively the eyes from the 
sea for the other rescue 
services. And apart from 
helping to move vital 
equipment we also kept 
watch on the cliffs for any 
further movement and 
would have raised the 
alarm if necessary.” 

Holidaymaker Charlotte 
Blackman, from Heanor, 
Derbyshire, was trapped 
under 400 tonnes of rock 
near Freshwater Beach 
Holiday Park. Her body 
was found after hours of 
searching. 

It was reported that Char¬ 
lotte’s father and boyfriend 
witnessed the slip and fran¬ 
tically tried to dig her out. 

Lyme Regis lifeboat crew 
was stood down at 4am 
after 15 hours at sea, during 
which four crews were 
used on rotation. The last 
task of the lifeboat crew

was to take the victim’s 
body to West Bay accom¬ 
panied by police. 

The emergency was one 
of eight shouts within nine 
days for the crew, making 
it the busiest and most dra¬ 
matic Lifeboat Week on 
record. 

The crew were back in 
action on Wednesday 
morning, warning beach 
users about the risks of 
landslips. Beaches along 
the Jurassic Coast, includ¬ 
ing East Cliff Beach at 
Lyme Regis and Char- 
mouth Beach, were closed 
due to safety concerns re¬ 
garding the crumbling

cliffs. However, as temper¬ 
atures soared many holi¬ 
daymakers ignored the 
warnings. 

Three separate volunteer 
lifeboat crews went to sea 
throughout the day issuing 
warnings with a mega¬ 
phone that sunbathers 
should not sit near over¬ 
hanging cliffs. 

A further landslip fell at 
Stonebarrow on Thursday 
morning. 

Dorset County Council 
has warned: “Walkers and 
fossil collectors along the 
West Dorset coastline have 
been urged to take care 
after the recent heavy rain¬ 
fall has left the cliffs in an 
unusually unstable condi¬ 
tion. 

“The exceptionally wet 
weather of recent months, 


which culminated in the 
floods of July 7th, has led 
to a heightened risk of rock 
falls anywhere and at any 
time along the coast. 

“Landslides have also de¬ 
livered thick mudflows and 
quicksands to the beaches 
in many places. One of the 
hidden hazards is that the 
sea can wash sand and 
shingle over the mud and 
quicksand, giving the ap¬ 
pearance of a solid beach. 

“As a result there is an in¬ 
creased risk to the public 
visiting some parts of the 
coast, especially where the 
beach is backed by cliffs. 
The advice is to stay well 
away from the cliffs at all 
times and to beware of 
mudflows and quicksand, 
especially when the tide is 
coming in as it is possible

DORSET County Council 
will this week be further in¬ 
vestigating the cause of a 
collapse in Colway Lane in 
Lyme Regis, which has left 
the road closed for over 
three weeks. 

The lane, used by many 
residents and as a shortcut 
around the outskirts of the 
town, has been closed 
since the flooding on July 
7th. After recently being 
resurfaced, water ran down 
the hill for several days fol¬ 
lowing the floods, creating 
a large pothole and later a 
collapsed hole in the 
ground making it danger¬ 
ous for vehicles to pass. 

The county council has 
carried out preliminary in¬ 
vestigations but it is not yet 
clear whether the collapse 
was caused by a sewer 
problem or ground water. If 
it is the latter, the county 
council will be responsible 
for repairs but Wessex 
Water is responsible for any 
problems with the sewer. 

Dorset County Council 
could not give a date for 
when the road would be 
re-opened. However, a 
spokesperson said: "We 
need to get the right ma¬ 


chinery and manpower on 
site this week to investi¬ 
gate further, so that we can 


fix the problem and reopen 
the road as soon as possi¬ 
ble."

to become cut off from the 
normal exit points to and 
from the beaches.” 

The statement said there 
had been several landslides 
on the Lyme to Axmouth 
Undercliff, including on 
Monmouth Beach which it 
warned walkers to stay 
away from. It also warned 
people to be cautious on 
beaches between Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth and 
to stay clear of Stonebar¬ 
row, which was “com¬ 
pletely shrouded in 
mudflows”. 

■ OTHER shouts during 
the week included helping 
two teenage boys on Friday 
afternoon who had been in 
the water for two hours 
after their rubber dinghy 
had burst. 

The lifeboat had just fin¬ 
ished a safety routine for 
the RAF Falcons Parachute 
Display Team who had 
landed on the beach. 

The boys were spotted 
through binoculars by 20- 
year-old crew member 
Grace Wadsworth. They 
were clutching the remains 
of their dinghy and suffer¬ 
ing from the cold. 

After being rescued the 
boys were taken by the 
lifeboat to Seaton where 
they were met by coast¬ 
guards from Beer and an 
ambulance. 

Helmsman Brian Street 
said: “If we had not found 
them when we did the out¬ 
come could have been very 


different.” 

Other call-outs included 
helping a 66-year-old man 
with leg injuries on Mon¬ 
day night from the Under¬ 
cliff, and a search early 
Thursday morning after 
flashing lights had report¬ 
edly been spotted off West 
Bexington. Nothing was 
found. 

Lifeboat Week ended 
with two calls on Sunday. 


The first call was to a 27 
foot yacht which had 
drifted onto Chesil Beach, 
17 miles east of Lyme 
Regis. No one was on 
board as the one-man crew 
had been airlifted to hospi¬ 
tal earlier. 

The second call on Sun¬ 
day was to rescue a couple 
cut off by the tide at 
Church Cliff Beach in 
Lyme Regis.

Pilot gig clubs, including world champions from Falmouth, 
battle it out in a series of demanding sprint races at Lyme 
Regis Gig Club’s rowing regatta on Sunday, August 5th. 

As part of Lyme Regis Regatta and Carnival Week, the 
rowing races will start at 11.30am and include ladies’, 
men’s, mixed 16 and under, veterans, and barbarians teams. 

The competing clubs include Falmouth, Sidmouth, Tor- 
ridge, Clevedon, Bristol, Ilfracombe, Appledore, Teign- 
mouth, Barnstaple, Swanage, Portland, Cotehele, 
Weymouth, Bridport and Lyme Regis.

LIFEBOAT WEEK ANOTHER HUGE SUCCESS FOR RNLI

THIS year's Lifeboat Week 
has been another great 
success for the RNLI, as 
well as the most dramatic 
on record, with eight 
emergency call-outs in 
nine days keeping the 
crew extra busy. 

As temperatures soared 
for the first time in weeks, 
huge crowds packed the 
town. The more spectacu¬ 
lar events saw thousands 
line the seafront, includ¬ 
ing visits from the RAF Fal¬ 
cons Parachute Display 
Team and the Red Arrows, 
who put on an impressive 
finale to the week of 
fundraising events. 

Chairman of the Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth 
RNLI Guild, Rob Michael, 
said: "It has been another 
successful year. We were 
extremely fortunate with 
the weather given what it 
was like before. 

"Some events were up 
and some events were 
down but we think for the 
bigger events we had 
more people than ever." 

Last year Lifeboat Week 
raised a record total of 
£48,000 but Mr Michael 


said he was not expecting 
to reach this again as it 
had included some"extra- 
ordinary factors". 

"However, it will be up 
there with one of the best 
normal years," he added. 

Mr Michael said that no 
events were disrupted by 
the weather and only one 
or two were disrupted by 
the amount of times the 
lifeboat crew was called 
out. 

The total raised is not yet 
known but volunteers are 
now counting up takings 
and the total will be pub¬ 
lished in the View From 
Lyme Regis in coming 
weeks. 

Events during the latter 
half of the week including 
the Lyme Regis and St 
George's Twinning Associ¬ 
ation's annual Admiral Sir 
George Somers Com¬ 
memoration Parade and 
Service. The Mayor of St 
George's in Bermuda, Ken¬ 
neth Bascombe, and town 


crier David Frith, visited 
the town for the event. 
The parade was led down 
Broad Street, along Ma¬ 
rine Parade and onto the 
Cobb for a commemora¬ 
tion service for Lyme's for¬ 
mer mayor who colonised 
the islands of Bermuda 
following his shipwreck 
there. 

Photos of the parade 
and service will be fea¬ 
tured in next week's View 
From Lyme Regis. 

Other events included 
the popular Yard of Ale 
Competition at the Cobb 
Arms and the traditional 
Bathtub Race, which saw 
18 teams race across the 
water in homemade rafts, 
with Lyme Regis Fire 
Brigade taking first place. 

There was plenty for the 
children, including a 
beach treasure hunt, 
sandcastle competition, 
sand sports, pavement 
art, a crab fishing compe¬ 
tition and teddy bear's 


picnic in the Marine Pa¬ 
rade shelters. 

The Nag's Head hosted 
their popular barbecue 
with live music and skit¬ 
tles competitions were 
held on the Slipway each 
evening. 

Boylos watersports shop 
held windsurfing and 
stand-up paddle boarding 
taster sessions, while the 
lifeboat crew were joined 
by the RAF Falcons and 
members of Uplyme and 
Lyme Regis Cricket Club 
for an evening match. 

Some of the crew's latest 
recruits helped with a 
duck race down the River 
Lim, with hundreds of 
ducks being sold for the 
event. 

Adults and children took 
a dip for the swimming 
race, which was later fol¬ 
lowed by a grand fire¬ 
works display marking the 
final evening of the week. 

As well as the Red Ar¬ 
rows, other events on the 
final day included a classic 
cardisplayand theannual 
fun run around the town.

A MAN from Bridport was arrested in Lyme Regis on 
Wednesday night, following a report over the Shop- 
watch radio link from the Co-operative regarding a 
drunk man.

He became abu¬ 
sive and violent towards police and was arrested for 
assaulting a police officer and also under the Section

The man is believed to have been competing in the 
Yard of Ale competition as part of Lifeboat Week. 

■ POLICE would like to remind Lyme Regis residents 
to be certain before they part with any money in 
order to reclaim PPI insurance. 

Police warned: "If a company is asking for a pay¬ 
ment up front before they repay you the PPI money 
then there is a good chance that it is a scam. Particu¬ 
larly if they are asking for the money to be sent via 
Western Union or similar money transfer methods. 

"If you think you may have a claim for mis-sold PPI 
then contact the financial institution you believe mis- 
sold it to you or contact the Citizens Advice Bureau."

“Their official grounds for spoilsporting 
are: 

a) That the Lympics did not get road 
closure permision in Cobb Square, which 
we didn't in common sense need at 
7.30pm after the buses had all stopped, 
and which a town official had verbally in¬ 
formed us not to worry about. 

b) That following the number of fights 
at the Red Bull event (one bloke was 
found off the side of the Cobb unconcious 
in a pool of blood), the police were not 
confident of being able to deal with 
‘crowd control’ as the G4S foul-up has 
meant that police have been diverted to 
Weymouth, leaving just two cops in the 
town, one a community policeman.” 

Conger Cuddling was introduced to the 
Lifeboat Week programme around 30 
years ago by former town crier Richard 
Fox and attracted hundreds of spectators. 

It continued as a popular part of 
Lifeboat Week until 2006 when RNLI 
Headquarters banned the event following 
complaints by animal rights activists 
about using a dead conger. 

The Lyme Lympics will kick-off at 
4.30pm with the arrival of a very special 
‘royal’ visitor, complete with motorcade 
and outriders. 

The programme of events which goes 
on until 7.45pm, finishing with an official 
medals ceremony, will include: 

• Children's tug of war - children up to 
the age of 11 tug of war on the sand. 


Children’s spade and ball race - children 
up to the age of 6 balance a ball on a spade 
racing on the sand. 

• Waiters' race - waiters from local ho¬ 
tels and restaurants run with a tray to fill 
a plastic cup with water from the sea and 
race back to the finish. 

• Motorised fossil race - owners of mo¬ 
bility scooters race along the Cart Road. 

• 8-legged race (children and adults) - 
teams of four are attached to two skis and 
have to run in co-ordination across the 
sand. 

• Tossing the caber (adults only) - en¬ 
trants show their strength by tossing a 
sawn-off caber in the sand. 

• Mermaid racing (adults only) - en¬ 
trants wearing seaweed wigs and standing 
inside large sacks hop race on the beach. 

• Partner jousting (adults only) - Part¬ 
ner A is blindfolded, partner B sits on 
his/her shoulders holding a beanstick. 
Partner B must direct A to a line of hang¬ 
ing quoits, hook one off and return to the 
finish without dropping it. 

• Sea steeplechase (adults only) - en¬ 
trants run from Cobb Gate to the Royal 
Standard, across the pebbles, along the 
sand and through a series of obstacles in 
the sea. 

• Nettle eating sprint (adults only) - 
entrants compete to eat the most raw 
stinging nettles in three minutes.

Trustee bashing was'inaccurate,

■ I HAVE debated long and hard for several days over 
whether I should dignify, with a response, Glen Willis’s 
quite disgraceful letter to the View From (July 11th) about 
the Club For Young People’s allocation of grants from 
the sale of its premises in Church Street, Lyme Regis. 

I have decided to do so having followed the former 
Boys’ Club saga for some time, during which I have come 
to have much respect and admiration for the trustees who, 
I know, have the full support of their national association 
and who have acted with integrity, complete honesty and 
within their Charity Commission remit. 

To suggest otherwise and to accuse the trustees of a 
“cloak and dagger” approach is inaccurate, completely 
out of order and potentially actionable in law. 

My understanding is that the trustees have always 
wanted to see their former premises used for youth work, 
following the abandonment of a proposed rebuild on a 
site near the medical centre, and were pleased the county 
council eventually made money available for the devel¬ 
opment trust to buy the Church Street headquarters. 

Mr Willis appears to be completely unaware of the help 
and support given by the trustees of the old Boys’ Club 
in the early days before InSPARation became established 
in its own premises. 

The trustees allowed the group free use of their facilities 
for six months and let the Church Street building go for 
the ridiculously low knock-down price of £60,000. If 


that’s not being supportive, I don’t know what is! 

It is also a fact that the trustees always made it quite 
clear that they would be making grants and who would 
qualify. There has been no secrecy whatsoever. 

Mr Willis makes some ill-informed and inaccurate as¬ 
sertions in his letter, and I would suggest that the former 
leader of InSPARation, who came under fire for posting 
inappropriate comments about ex-mayor Michaela Ellis 
on his Facebook page, is doing the young people’s cause 
no favours by such public rantings. 

Perhaps Mr Willis will be writing to the many grateful 
groups who have received grants expressing his displeas¬ 
ure and questioning their worthiness! 

I take my hat off to those loyal trustees - volunteers 
working for nothing who stuck to their principles in the 
face of a great deal of criticism and vitriol from the ill in¬ 
formed. 

The Hub has received thousands of pounds from the 
public purse and must now go on to show that it has all 
been worthwhile. I wish it luck. But please can we have 
no more trustee bashing - maligning honourable people 
and using them as some kind of political football.

We are told the licensee of The 
Cobb Arms made a formal complaint suggesting that the 
event would, in some way harm their business. This then 
led to the Lyme Regis RNLI finding itself in a situation of, 
shall we say, awkwardness, due we understand to its affil¬ 
iation with the above mentioned public house. 

As we are all aware the Royal National Lifeboat Institu¬ 
tion is a national organisation worthy of much support and 
immense admiration, yet here it is putting personal matters 
before the ultimate aim and goal which surely must be 
charity status and getting those collection boxes filled. 


Having looked at this years RNLI programme of events 
it is strikingly obvious that a vast majority of activities and 
fundraising opportunities take place at the harbour wall 
end of town. In other words, one must conclude The Cobb 
Arms and indeed all the businesses at that end achieve high 
levels of money spenders, enough for them all and then 
some! In fact, had the food demonstration gone ahead, we 
would happily have frequented this pub - as in the past - 
and added to their coffers, like many hundreds of other vis¬ 
itors. A tad short sighted we think, and without doubt to¬ 
tally greedy. 

In our view the local lifeboat hierarchy should of insisted 
the show went ahead and put the charity funded by mil¬ 
lions of well meaning people ahead of its association and 
loyalties of a third party. 

What should and must always be paramount is the 
amount raised for this great cause, not just in Lyme Regis 
but across the country. One can only hope it is never al¬ 
lowed to happen again.

8th to 16th), Anthea Simmons introduces readers to some of the local people 
involved in the tenth annual festival. This week she meets Trish Hayman, whose 
exquisitely detailed paintings of flora and fauna have attracted a growing host 
of admirers.

•WHAT is the story of your involvement in the arts? 

I suppose it must be in the genes. My father was an ac¬ 
complished amateur artist, mainly portraits in pastel. 
He was exceptionally observant, brilliant really, but I got 
no encouragement from him whatsoever for my own 
efforts. 

I was away at boarding school for much of my child¬ 
hood - my parents were in the Middle East and I really 
excelled at art but no one thought to push me towards 
art school to study textile and pattern-making, my pas¬ 
sion at the time. 

I went into advertising as a secretary in London in the 
mid 1960s and ended up working for Lordl Ashcroft as 
his PA. I wasn't painting at all then and didn't make any 
art until we escaped London for the Dorset countryside 
in 1987. 

I went to an adult education class in pen and ink draw-

ing in Dorchester whilst 
my little ones were at 
school. Then I did botani¬ 
cal illustration for two 
years with the most fan¬ 
tastic tutor, Doreen Fox- 
Robinson, and I thought: 

"This is it! This is where my 
forte lies." 

I realised that I had 
picked up on my father's 
observational skills and 
that I really enjoyed repro¬ 
ducing the beautiful de¬ 
tails I could see in a flower 
or a butterfly's wing. 

I started to sell pieces lo¬ 
cally so that when we moved to Lyme Regis 10 years 
ago, I was really ready to show some work more pub¬ 
licly. 

I wish my father could have seen my work. I think he 
would have been proud of me. 

I was a bit disappointed not to get accepted for this 
year's RA Summer Exhibition, but I did get into the "NOT 
the Summer Exhibition"show in Waterloo and my work 
sold. 

• WHAT are your sources of inspiration? 

I have been helped enormously by Christine Allison; her 
mentoring groups have given me so much confidence 
and my work had improved as a result of her guidance. 

My main source of inspiration is, unsurprisingly, na¬ 
ture. I go for walks with my head down, on the lookout 
for new subject matter whether it be a plant, an insect 
or a fallen feather. I also love old botanical books and I 
go to any exhibitions or auctions that feature botanical

•WHICH is your favourite gallery and what work of 
art would you like to own? 

I love the National Portrait Gallery, not least because it 
has just about the best restaurant in London on the 
roof! I also love Slader's Yard at West Bay and the new 
Marie Gallery in Axminster. Both are lovely spaces. 

When it comes to owning pieces, I would love a Ge¬ 
offrey Robinson. His work combines a degree of ab¬ 
straction with wonderful botanical detail. I would also 
love to have a piece by local ceramicist, Amanda 
Popham. I enjoy her humour as well as admiring the 
craftsmanship.

We moved to Lyme Regis just before the very first Arts¬ 
Fest. I met Hugh Dunford-Wood and heard all about 
the plans for the event and wanted to be involved but 
all the places on the Art Trail had gone.

I've been involved ever 
since.

“They played well together 
against Plymouth with Matty scor¬ 
ing a couple of goals, and although 
there is good news having spoken 
to Sam last week, who says he is a 
month ahead of schedule, he still 
won’t be back until January,” said 
Senior. 

Unfortunately The Bees have lost 
out on the signature of Alex Hallo- 
ran who has decided to join Ham¬ 
worthy United, whilst Simon 


Baines - who is currently recover¬ 
ing from an injury sustained play¬ 
ing for Poole Town - is still 
hopeful that the Dolphins will offer 
him a deal. 

“He wants to play as high as he 
can and I can understand that, but 
he would be a good acquisition,” 
said Senior. 

It is not all doom and gloom 
however. Shane Evans has decided 
to commit himself to the club after 
looking to move away, and al¬ 
though Dan Peart had announced 
he was signing for Wimbome, Sen¬ 
ior persuaded him to play against 
Plymouth where he excelled and 
scored a goal. 

“I hope he will stay. He certainly 
looked like the old Dan we knew 
when he joined and has got his ap¬ 
petite back. He is injury free and 
looked good,” Senior said. 

The former Reading striker also 
confirmed that he had signed 
Dorchester Town’s Sam Buckler 
on Western League forms.

Summer rain 
isn't helping 

THIS summer's weather has played havoc with many 
things, and none more than frustrated National Hunt 
trainers who train on horses suited to fast ground to 
run through the summer months. 

The heavy rainfalls have left many courses water¬ 
logged or at least ground far too heavy and unsuit¬ 
able for many to run. 

Among those are five horses in Bob Buckler's sta¬ 
bles at Henley who have been waiting patiently for 
the good ground they need. 

Among those is Ethiopia who last year won four 
times in three months during late spring and early 
summer, but this year has struggled on the few oc¬ 
casions that Buckler has found a suitable race be¬ 
cause the ground has been softer than he likes. 

With National Hunt taking a 12 day'holiday'from 
this weekend, he ran in the three-and-a-quarter mile 
Equiform Nutrition Handicap Chase at Southwell, 
some 450 mile round trip. 

He finished sixth after making a blunder at the 11th 
fence when he bumped into Hills of Aran and lost his 
momentum, and although Andrew Glassonbury 
picked him up and the nine-year-old stayed on he 
had lost too much ground. 

Buckler said: "The course is too flat and fast for him 
really - he prefers bigger, undulating ones - but he 
was tracking the leaders and travelling sweetly when 
he took off too early. 

"We call it 'half lengthed'; where your horse takes 
off on seeing the one he is almost alongside do like¬ 
wise. The other horse's action triggers yours to jump 
when he is not quite in his stride. 

"As a result he clipped the back of the other horse 
on landing and lost his momentum before picking 
up again by which time the leaders had left him. He 
stays forever and kept on going but it was a lost 
cause by then." 

Cullahill, another who ran well last year, winning 
three and being placed in nine of his eleven races 
during the summer, also had to travel to the Notting¬ 
hamshire track to find a race. 

He fared better, finishing third in the 32Red Casino 
Handicap Chase over three miles, but may have im¬ 
proved on that had he not been hampered twice; at 
the 15th fence and two out when it looked like he 
might have caught second placed Five out of Five. 

"He ran a reasonable race and was a bit unlucky not 
to have got second. 

"The problem is that there is not the choice of races 
in the summer that there is during the winter 
months, and so suitable races are few and far be¬ 
tween. 

"Sometimes you have race them in one which is 
not really suited, like Ethiopia who prefers hillier 
courses, and of course in a situation like this summer, 
races are often oversubscribed and you get good 
fields; again there were only eight runners in 
Ethiopia's race but they had won 27 races between 
them." 

Mister Matt was scheduled to go at Worcester on 
Tuesday, and could go again at Newton Abbot on 
Saturday along with Boxatrix, a new horse to the sta¬ 
ble who will be making his track debut in a bumper.
